RELEVANCE OF EACH DOCUMENT 

Document A2 discloses an induction coil used in an induction heating-type fixing 
device. The induction coil comprises a wire supporting bobbin made of bobbin members that 
are detachably coupled together. 

Document A3 discloses an induction coil used in an induction heating-type fixing 
device. The induction coil includes an induction heating coil which is wound in the 
circumferential direction of a heating roller and which is made up of a plurality of divided 

portions. The divided portions of the heating coil are arranged in parallel, and an insulating 

/ 

member is provided between the adjacent portions of the heating coil. v 

Documents Al and A2 claim priority based on the same first-filed application.
